Kditob:-_i 8ee that tbe County 
Court is awakntud alive to the true in 
terests of anr county, in improving the 
condition of owr roads, aod will soon 
take action to have all the bottoms and 
bad places ditched and placed io good 
order. This ii commendable, and should 
receive the support of every good citt 
ten of our community, as upon this de- 
pends the amount of business done in 
our county, aod the inducements held 
out for investments in either produce or 
land. No one thing does so much to 
build op and advance the true interests 
of a country, aa good roads and facilities 
for getting to eaarket with our products. 
Not one fourth of the land in our coun 
ty is in cultivation, and we never will 
induce emigration here to clear op and 
improve tbe same, till the country wakes 
up and puts is action all its powers for 
development, Ike most essential of which 
i? good roair^-nd a means wholly with 

in our power. I have never seen a coun- 
try where so little work was required 
here to accomplish thia object. The 
writer of this well remembers when tbe 
State road in front of the farm of John 
H. Tyler, and the Dresden road in front 
of R. C. Pratber, aod the State Line 
road in front of John Shepherd's, were 
the worst places in this county, aod yet 
by the private enterprise aod individual 
labor of the late J. F. Tyler, iu the one 
case, and that of Pra.heraod Shepherd, 
io the others, have reodered that portion 
of our roads good and amongst the best 
in our county, and at comparatively tri- 
fling expense. Those meu deserve the 
utmoat credit for their labors and tbe 
succesa of their efforts, for it is a living 
example of what may be done, if our 
citisens generally would but adopt their 
plan. 

If the citizens would take hold of thia 
matter, and the surveyors of the roada in 
the county would adopt this plan — ditch 
and throw up the roads — we would have 
good roads, throughout the same, but if 
not, we trust that our County Court will 
have the nerve to require them to do it, 
in all the bottoms and through the mud 
dy, spouty lanes. 

And wbileupon this subject, I will 
say that one of our Magistrates who 
passes over the State road in coming to 1 
towo, assures mc, that there is no place 
on the road as bad as tbe "Harrison 
Hill,'' within tbe corporation. Will not 
our city fathers take hold of this and 
remedy the evil ? When tbe ground is a 
little wet and slippery, not over a halt 
load cao be polled up that hill, and it is 
wrong, when Hickman is a recipient of 
the country business aod trade, that a 
barrier should be left, or found, wheu 
we reach the corporation limits, and one 
too that can be to readily and cheaply 
remedied.

Our PJext Governor. 

Governor Leslie, who has been made 
our chief standard bearer, is iu the prime 
of life, having been born in that part of 
Wayne county now forming the county 
of Clinton, oa the 2d of March, 181U. 
He subsequently moved to tbe couoty of 
Monroe, aod cogagiug iu tbe practice of 
law, was elected to tbe Legislature from 
tbatcouoty io 1844. In 1847 he was 
again a candidate, but was beaten by J. 
Smith Barlow one vote — it being a sin- 
gular coincidence, that the year follow- 
ing. Barlow waa also elected over S. B. 
Wilson by a like majority. Upon tbe 
adoption of the New Coustitutiou Gov 
eroor Leslie was, in 1850, elected to tbe 
Senate, succeeding J. W. Ritter. 

He drew the short term and served 
only two years. Up to 1856 he h^d 
beeo a member of the Whig party, ar 
dently attached to bis great leader, Mr. 
Clay, aod aa earnest advocate of his 
policy. But wheo that party disbanded, 
he united hiaself in 1856 with the Demo 
cratic party, and has been warmly de- 
voted to its io'erests since that tim< . 
Prior to the breakiog out of the war, he 
was known as a Union man, having 
always opposed the doctrine of secession, 
but being opposed to the war of subju 
gation, be was regarded throughout the 

In 

1867 he was elected to the Senate, and 
io 1869 was ebosen Speaker of that body, 
by virtue of which position be succeeded 
to the office of Governor upon the resig- 
nation of Governor Stevenson on the 13th 
day of February. It will thus be seen 
that Governor Leslie a acquaintance with 
public life began twenty -even years ago 
As a speaker* Governor Leslie is direct 
and forcible, sot claiming tbe eloquence 
which comes from rhetorical display, but 
full of the earnest logic of reason and 
clear stateajant, which carries conviction 
to his hearers. Iu religion, he is a Bap- 
tist, having been long a member of that 
boa J-
